The blood direct indirect contact 
with every living cell the animal body and 
serves carry nutrient substances the 
tissue cells and receive the waste products 
which they discharge into it. the transport- 
ing stream, these nutrients and waste products 
become integral part the blood, and 
through morphological, physical and chemical 
studies animals health, data have been 
developed which are representative for each 
the many blood components. 

disease state caused either foreign 
agent organic derangement will alter the 
composition the blood. Changes may 
produced the number and morphology 
the cellular elements and the various chemical 
components may increased decreased. 
Minor limited pathologic states may not 
produce changes sufficient magnitude ex- 
ceed the ranges representative the normal 
for the species but, the normal for the indi- 
vidual animal question known, such minor 
changes may significant. Acute and chronic 
diseases, however, often produce shifts suffi- 
cient magnitude detectable simple 
laboratory procedures. 

Blood studies should not limited the 
difficult occult cases. The routine use 
hematological technics will reveal unsuspected 
derangements and the many instances where 
the blood found normal, such 
edge equal value. should realized 
that specific diagnosis can seldom, made 
from laboratory findings alone. The informa- 
tion, however, often aids making more 
critical diagnosis, establishing prognosis, 
and being useful plan treatment. cases 
exhibiting abnormal blood picture, addi- 
tional blood examinations during the course 
treatment will indicate the progress being 
made.

stitute available for shortening the time 
required prepare and examine blood film 
for cell types and morphology, but consider- 
able time can saved adopting the hema- 
tocrit test provide presumptive information 
red and white cell numbers, and hemo- 
globin concentration. addition, the sedi- 
mentation rate erythrocytes 
index may determined the same sample. 

The Wintrobe hematocrit tube has uniform 
three millimeter bore and calibrated 
double centimeter scale divided milli- 
meters. capillary pipette having long 
narrow delivery tip employed fill the tube 
the cm. mark. This requires about ml. 
blood containing anticoagulant. Some 
anticoagulants cause the red cells shrink and 
this turn will introduce error. Heller and 
Paul’s preparation does not cause distortion 
the erythrocytes and is, therefore, the anti- 
coagulant choice. The formula follows: 
0.8 gram potassium oxalate and 1.2 grams 
ammonium oxalate are dissolved 100 ml. 
distilled water, and this anticoagulant so- 
lution distributed into shell vials the rate 
0.1 ml. for each ml. blood drawn. 
Since liquid will introduce change blood 
volume the anticoagulant should evaporated 
dryness before the vials are used. 

The hematocrit tube should filled within 
the hour avoid errors due aging the 
blood. Before removing the blood from the 
vial, for transfer the hematocrit, im- 
portant obtain uniform distribution the 
cellular elements. Inverting the vial about 
times will produce adequate mixing. the 
cork has been coated with paraffin, adherence 
blood the cork and leakage blood from 
the vial during agitation are reduced. 

Sedimentation Erythrocytes: The eryth- 
rocytes the horse, pig, dog, cat, and man 
show natural tendency settle drawn 
blood; whereas, those the cow, sheep 
and goat remain suspension. The distance 
fall millimeters one hour the 
hematocrit tube called the sedimentation 
rate. the animals showing some natural 
settling erythrocytes, the rate sedimenta- 
tion increased inflammatory diseases, 
the presence malignant neoplasms and 
the anemias. There direct relationship be- 
tween the speed sedimentation the eryth- 
rocytes and the intensity gravity the 
disease process. Thus, the sedimentation rate 
becomes prognostic aid. animals not show- 
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ing normal settling red blood cells, 
tendency for increased sedimentation rate 
appears disease. 

Temperature and position the hematocrit 
tube influence the rate sedimentation. The 
test should conducted room temperature 
and the tube should placed rack 
vertical position. The rate fall also af- 
fected the number red cells. The fewer 
the erythrocytes the faster the rate fall. 
Thus the sedimentation rate increased 
anemic conditions. important, therefore, 
correct the rate fall standard eryth- 
rocyte number red cell volume order 
out any influence anemia hemo- 
concentration. Wintrobe and Lansberg have 
developed correction chart for use with 
human blood which also has proven satis- 
factory for use with canine blood. (American 
Journal Medical Sciences, Jan., 1935. The 
correction chart available from most firms 
dispensing medical laboratory supplies.) The 
packed red cell volume (PCV) obtained the 
hematocrit test employed making the 
correction. For canine blood standard PCV 
has been adopted. Until further infor- 
mation available, corrected sedimentation 
rates less than mm. per hour are re- 
garded being within physiologic limits, 
whereas, corrected rates greater than mm. 
per hour are interpreted indicative 
pathologic process, the severity intensity 
which direct proportion the magnitude 
corrected rate sedimentation. 

Erythrocyte sedimentation rates were deter- 
mined the blood 202 dogs submitted 
the clinic for routine diagnosis and treat- 
ment. The corrected rates were less than 
mm./hour 125 cases and these 9.6 per cent 
died, 15.2 per cent were destroyed and 75.2 
per cent were later discharged. the remain- 
ing cases, the corrected sedimentation rates 
were above mm./hour and among these 
16.9 per cent died, 25.9 per cent were destroyed 
and 57.1 per cent were discharged. The chi- 
square test applied these data shows high 
degree significance. 

Packed Cell Volume: After completing the 
sedimentation test, the hematocrit tube 
placed centrifuge and spun 3,000 rpm 
for minutes. The erythrocytes are thrown 
the bottom the tube and hence the 
mass referred the packed cell vol- 
ume PCV. This volume determined 
reading the height the column packed 
cells millimeters. comparing the PCV, 
267 canine blood samples, with the hemo- 
globin grams per 100 ml. blood, de- 
termined with Leitz photometer, and the 
erythrocyte number per cubic millimeter 
blood, determined actual count, was 
found that rather close correlation exists 
between these entities. From these data, 
table has been prepared for use with canine 
blood, from which the presumptive hemoglobin 


concentration and erythrocyte count can 
determined for each PCV value between 
mm. and mm. The actual counting 
erythrocytes subject considerable error 
when done unskilled individuals. The 
hematocrit, the other hand, compara- 
tively free error care taken fill the 
tube properly and employ the recommended 
speed and time centrifugation. The pre- 
sumptive erythrocyte number and hemoglobin 
concentration for each PCV between mm. 
and mm., presented the table, are 
sufficiently accurate for routine screening pur- 
poses. Actually, such conversions are not 
necessary for the PCV can interpreted di- 
rectly for canine blood, follows: Readings 
falling between and mm. are regarded 
normal; readings between and indi- 
cate dehydration hemoconcentration; and 
readings between and are indicative 
moderate anemia; whereas, below 25. anemias 
increasing severity are indicated.

Leukocyte Number: During centrifugation 
the hematocrit the leukocytes and blood 
platelets accumulate layer immediately 
above the erythrocyte mass. This leukocyte 
appears whitish layer which called 
the buffy coat. The thickness this layer

The icterus index 
determined matching the color the 
plasma with the standards prepared from po- 
tassium dichromate. combination blood 
sedimentation rack and icterus index compara- 
tor block with standards available.

Summary 


The Wintrobe hematocrit test satisfactory 
for the routine examination canine blood. 
simple procedure which does not re- 
quire exceptional skill obtain reliable re- 
sults. 


The time involved making the hematocrit 
test limited that required collect the 
blood sample and fill the hematocrit tube. 
The tube allowed stand vertical 
position for one hour and the distance fall 
millimeters the red cell mass recorded 
the sedimentation rate the erythrocytes. 
This reading corrected standard packed 
cell volume using prepared chart obtain 
the corrected sedimentation rate. The hema- 
tocrit tube then centrifuged 3,000 rpm 
for minutes obtain the packed cell vol- 
ume (PCV) erythrocytes, the buffy coat 
layer leukocytes, and the plasma zone. 
table presented from which the erythrocyte 
count millions per cubic mm. blood and 
the hemoglobin grams per 100 ml. blood 
can predicted for each PCV reading be- 
tween mm. and mm. The buffy coat layer 
provides rough index total leukocyte 
count and matching the color the plasma 
zone with standards prepared from potassium 
dichromate, the icterus index obtained.

Dear Mr. Fisher: 


The California State Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion is forwarding herewith the completed report of 
its Committee on “Equitable Compensation for Gov- 
ernmental Veterinarians” for consideration. 

The contents, findings, and recommendations 
this report were presented to this association at its 
annual winter meeting held in Davis, California, on 
January 27, 1952, and unanimously approved. 

The veterinary profession, tax paying group 
in California, is numerically small; nevertheless, it 
is believed they are considerably above average as 
taxpayers. 

This association is fully cognizant of the slight 
increase cost involved. are thoroughly con- 
vinced that considering the value of the livestock at 
stake the handling the problems involved, 
well the protection human lives, the increased 
cost can and will be fully justified. 

believed that the following problems are in- 
timately involved in this request for adequate or 
appropriate salaries for veterinarians in state serv- 
ice: 


The committee appointed the California 
State Veterinary Medical Association June, 
1951, inquire into and make recommenda- 
tions adequate and appropriate salaries 
career service veterinarians for employment 
the State Department Agriculture, Divi- 
sion Animal Industry, submitting the 
following report for presentation the State 
Personnel Board for favorable consideration. 

These findings and recommendations are 
based extensive study the organiza- 
tion and salaries now paid comparison with 
salaries and earnings veterinarians other 
activities the profession both within and 
outside the state. 

arriving these findings and recom- 
mendations was found that order com- 
ply with the state salary schedules and other 
regulations was necessary recommend 
reclassification the state veterinary posi- 
tions the state maintain and operate 
efficient and progressive organization keep- 
ing with present day veterinary science. 

First—Comparison between salaries paid 
state and industry. 

statewide survey was made with over 
per cent response. (Preliminary report 
this committee, October 15, 1951.) There were 
two classes pay schedules obtained from 
industry: Salaries paid (a) Inexperienced 
graduates; (b) Experienced practitioners. 


Findings 
First Year Salaries: 
(a) State salaries equal inexperi- 


enced graduates. 
Salaries practice. 


Report the Committee Equitable Compensation for Veterinarians 


1. Salary adjustments over an extended period to 
make the positions attractive from a career 
standpoint. 

2. A promotion plan applicable to the entire or- 
ganization with pay commensurate with the 
responsibility of the positions. This will require 
an increase in classifications and more career 
opportunities. 

3. In other words, an integrated organization with 
appropriate salaries in grades coupled with rea- 
sonable promotion possibilities for all who 
enter the service to make the service attractive 
and interesting enough for young graduates to 
make it a career. 

Our membership believes that favorable action on 
the recommendations presented herewith will ulti- 
mately provide a more efficient state veterinary 
service for California agriculture and public health. 

It will be greatly appreciated if you will contact 
this office for any additional information you may 
deem essential or necessary to bring this matter to 
an early and hoped for successful conclusion.

(b) State salaries less experienced 
practitioners are paid $50 $100 
more per month.

Livestock Disease Specialists

Supervisor Meat Inspectors—salaries are be- 
low the average paid both inexperi- 
enced and experienced practitioners 
industry the state. 


Third Year Salaries: 


Just repetition inequalities shown 
second year summary, only greater. will 
seen that salaries well opportunities for 
advancement veterinarians industry 
greatly exceed the salaries and opportunities 
for advancement offered the state. 

There are certain other factors that may 
made—such hours worked, days off, holi- 
days, vacation, sick leaves, granted ac- 
cumulated, and retirement. Hence the follow- 
ing facts are presented: 


State veterinarians, other than field men, 
have specified hours work—so those 
industry. 

State veterinarians have days off—so 
those industry. 

State veterinarians have holidays—so 
those industry. 

State veterinarians have vacations—so 
those industry. 

State veterinarians have sick leave—not 
called industry, but allowances are 

made for absence through sickness and 
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probably state unemployment insurance 
absence long enough. 

State veterinarians have retirement—but 
industry the additional wages more 
than pays for retirement fund benefits 
well Federal Social Security which the 
state employee does not have. 


Federal Bureau Animal In- 
dustry the only other organization the 
United States with organization and activi- 
ties comparable that the California Divi- 
sion Animal Industry. believed that 
other state offers comparable organization 
activity. Hence, the committee offering 
for comparison the salaries paid the United 
States Bureau Animal Industry personnel 
and the California Division Animal Industry 
personnel together with the classifications:

will seen that the salary the Cali- 
fornia Division Animal Industry veteri- 
narian reaches maximum five years and 
remains that level for the lifetime the 
recipient (this for routine workers). The 
United States Bureau Animal Industry vet- 
erinarian receives small raise every year for 
seven years, then granted longevity pay 
raises three-year intervals the 10th, 13th 
and 16th years, reach the maximum salary 
grade. 

The United States Bureau Animal In- 
dustry veterinarian receives $2,221.60 more 
pay during the first 20-year period grade 
and $413 more per year thereafter retire- 
ment. 
(Grade GS-7 for six months and then Grade 
GS-9.) 


California D.A.I. Livestock Disease 
Control Specialist. Supervising Vet- 
erinary Meat Inspector: 

Wage scale $458 $556 month—in 
$6,672 annually. 

B.A.I.—Supervisors, GS-11: 

Wage scale $495 $578.33 month—in 
years maximum. $5,940 $6,940 
annually. 

Over the nine-year period, the United States 
Bureau Animal Industry Supervisor, GS-11 
grade, receives total $912 more pay and 
$268 more pay per year thereafter. 

California Pathologist: 

Wage scale $458 $556 month—in 
five years maximum. 
$6,672 annually. 

GS-12: 
Wage scale $586.66 $670 month— 
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nine years maximum. $7,040 
$8,040 annually. 


The difference pay over the nine-year pe- 
riod, when the B.A.I. reaches maximum 
salary over $10,000 favor the 
Pathologist GS-12. 

may noted here that the Pathologist 
(Human Medicine) California has the fol- 
lowing pay schedule: 

Wage scale $710 $862 month—in five 
years maximum. $8,520 $10,344 annually.

(These ratings now 
consolidated with Livestock Disease 
Control Specialist.)

difference pay over the nine-year pe-

can readily seen that comparing the 
state salaries with those federal, the pay 
schedules are much greater federal em- 
ployment. 

might pertinent here again mention 
that the United States Bureau Animal In- 
dustry the only comparable organization. 
believed that other state organized 
all branches veterinary Public Services 
California. Other states have separate or- 
ganizations departments for Animal Disease 
Control Veterinary Laboratory Service 
Veterinary Meat Inspection, but not all three 
activities combined. 


Third—Commercial Veterinary Salaries. 


have not taken into consideration sala- 
ries paid Commercial Veterinary Industry 
(Biological and 
ments). They are too high for comparison 
here. 

general summary clearly demonstrates 
that the salaries and positions assigned for 
state work are noticeably out line with all 
other wages and earnings veterinarians 
industry (private practice), federal govern- 
ment and other veterinary activities Cali- 
fornia state service. 

For instance: The salaries veterinarians 
various California state activities are 
grouped follows: 


Highest group—Teaching profession. 

Public Health Chief Veterinarian. 

Public Health Assistant Veterinarian. 

State Division Animal Industry Su- 
pervisory group and Livestock Patho- 

logist. 


Lowest paid group—State Division 
Animal Industry routine veterinarians. 


Conclusions 


Educational requirements for the degree 
Doctor Veterinary Medicine, coupled with 
state license practice veterinary medicine, 
which determines eligibility applicant for 
some state positions are either entirely too 
high state salaries are entirely too low, con- 
sidering character service required. The 
profession has already determined through the 
rapid and extensive advancements veteri- 
nary science that the educational requirements 
are not too high but essentially necessary 
cover the scientific field pertaining thereto. 
(Four years high school; two years pre-veteri- 
nary college; four years veterinary college.) 


other deduction can then made other 
than that the salaries paid the California 
Division Animal Industry, Department 
Agriculture, are not keeping with services 
performed, also considering the increased value 
the livestock under its jurisdiction, not 
mention the safeguarding the Public Health 
through intelligent livestock disease control 
affects diseases communicable man and 
more especially this time the great impor- 
tance providing the highest type procurable 
for the protection the livestock interests 
the state. 


Therefore, the salary scale all compari- 
sons provided state regulations does not 
meet present day veterinary standards. 


can said here that several statewide 
agricultural organizations, which were con- 
sulted, have passed resolutions favoring 
adequate pay scale for veterinarians state 
service comparable educational require- 
ments for the profession and service standards 
desired. 


The tremendous value the livestock and 
poultry this state, together with the increas- 
ing danger possibilities outbreaks 
contagious diseases—as the present outbreaks 
foot-and-mouth disease Canada and 
Mexico—places greater and greater responsi- 
bilities this organization. 


Reviewing the various pay scales and work 
schedules positions the State Department 
Agriculture found that the veterinary 
profession has the highest basic educational 
requirements the department and certain 
classifications, state license practice vet- 
erinary medicine required obtain eligi- 
bility. believed that other classifications 
outside the veterinary profession not re- 
quire state licenses. the opinion this 
committee that state license veterinary 
medicine should required all appointees 
not later than one year after appointment. 


The above additional proof the just re- 
quest this committee that the positions and 
pay scales should adjusted meet the 


standards education, training, and profes- 
sional work required its members. 

The Personnel Board pay scales conform 
regulated pattern that provides increases 
each position five years only, when the 
maximum pay reached for the rest the 
employees’ career that classification. This 
great detriment professional group 
entering the service and very few present day 
trained veterinarians are willing make 
career out such situation. Further the 
character the professional service rendered 
strictly along specialist lines. 

Veterinary Meat Hygienist (Meat Inspector) 
confined disease diagnosis, sanitation, and 
gross pathology (cattle, sheep, swine, goats 
and horses). 

Veterinary Disease Control Specialists em- 
braces control and eradication communi- 
cable diseases and quarantine measures. 

Veterinary Laboratory Assistants—labora- 
tory training. 

These specialties activities followed for 
any length time with proper study unfits 
the veterinarian for other outside activity 
the profession, such state activities are not 
had industry with the exception 
laboratory training. Hence, present-day grad- 
uates are reluctant take state veteri- 
nary specialty the exclusion all other 
branches the profession unless the ultimate 
remuneration will, reasonable degree, 
warrant making the position career one with 
future. 

Recommendations 


bring about satisfactory adjustment 
salaries and career service, the following 
classifications, grouped salary ranges, 
proposed and believed keeping with 
present day standards the veterinary pro- 
fession. 

Veterinary I—Entrance salary: 


Monthly: $395 $481—in five years. 
Yearly: $4,740 $5,772. 

Upon completion not less than four years’ 
service, Veterinarian becomes eligible for 
promotional examination Veterinarian 
efficiency rating warrants and vacancy exists. 
Veterinarian II: 


Monthly: $436 $530—in five years. 
Yearly: $5,232 $6,360. 

This position Veterinary Meat Hygiene, 
Veterinary Field Service 
Laboratory Assistant, calls for greater respon- 
sibility making decisions and planning work 
schedules. 

Veterinarian III Assistant Pathologist 
(Veterinary) 
Monthly: $458 $556—in five years. 
Yearly: $5,496 $6,672. 
Veterinarian IV: 
Supervising Veterinary Communicable 
Disease Control. 
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Supervising Veterinary Meat Hygienist. 


Monthly: $505 five years. 
Yearly: $6,060 $7,456.

Staphylococcic Abscesses the Equine 


JOHN CARRICABURU, D.V.M., Santa Ynez 


noteworthy equine infection was observed 
Santa Barbara County during the summer 
1951. 

About June 15, was called see filly 
which appeared have been kicked the 
pectoral region. The case was dismissed 
large contusion after close examination failed 
reveal the presence hematoma ser- 
oma. About five days later was again called 
and found huge abscess had developed 
the same area; the lesion was incised, drainea 
copious amounts pus and treated with 
tincture iodine. Healing was noted soon 
after treatment. 

Thereafter, throughout the summer re- 
ceived average two calls per week 
treat similar cases. Many the abscesses 
were deep seated and had thick fibrous walls. 
External palpation revealed flocculation. 
the later stages development majority 
these lesions would rupture spontaneously, 
but three cases the deep abscesses remained 
quiescent. The affected areas were massaged 
daily with liniments and mild stimulants, but 
without apparent effect. After two three 
weeks, the abscesses were opened and drained, 
after which healing occurred. Most abscesses, 
however, ruptured spontaneously, leaving 
large areas necrotic skin and underlining 
tissue. Healing occurred rapidly after rupture, 
although times the areas necrosis were 
extensive that three four weeks passed 
before healing was complete. The condition 
did not appear contagious. 

local dude ranch where horses were 
maintained, three cases were observed all 
summer, each about one month apart. ef- 
fort was made isolate the infected cases. 
most the other cases observed only one 
case occurred per ranch, irrespective the 
total number horses present. was as- 
sumed that the method transmission was 
associated with some insect vector inasmuch 
cases were consistently seen isolated 
ranches mountainous areas where spread 
contact seemed impossible. The lesions were 
most commonly found the pectoral region. 
Other sites involved included the areas im- 
mediately behind the ulna, the thorax, 
and the axillary and inguinal regions. 
two cases mammary gland involvement was 
noted. 

case was systemic reaction noted, 
although abscesses were frequently huge 
that they interfered with locomotion. Metas- 
tasis from the pectoral area the inguinal 
area and vice versa was frequently noted. 
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Penicillin injections for three four days ap- 
peared minimize metastasis. The use 
penicillin was unsuccessful attempt 
abort any developing abscess. 

The cause these cases was considered 
member the Staphylococcus group, 
inasmuch this organism was isolated from 
the pus. 

Dr. Whitman San Luis Obispo re- 
ported similar findings personal com- 
munication cases which observed while 
practice the Bay Area. 

Dr. Bickmore Santa Maria told the 
writer similar outbreak which had 
encountered several years ago and designated 
“bastard strangles.”
